PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

REVIEW OF THE COOK COUNTY JUVENILE TEMPORARY DETENTION 
CENTER AND THE COOK COUNTY JAIL 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to 
Article VII, Section 6 (a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may 
exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and 
affairs; and 

WHEREAS, on April 14, 2009 a meeting was held at the Cook County Juvenile 
Temporary Detention Center (“CCJTDC”) at which time Transitional 
Administrator Earl Dunlap presented a progress report on the state of the facility; 
and 

WHEREAS, the guests were provided with information on the changes and 
improvements that have occurred at the CCJTDC since the arrival of Transitional 
Administrator Earl Dunlap in additional to future plans and continuing 
development of the facility; and 

WHEREAS, this information is valuable in evaluating our compliance with the 
Memorandum of Agreement and should be presented to the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, we are also under a Federal Consent Decree regarding the Cook 
County Jail and are in need of a progress report in determining our compliance 
with that decree. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Board conduct quarterly 
hearings of the Cook County Juvenile Temporary Detention Center and the Cook 
County Jail.
